Viuwing Litu on ouesidc we 
tli^cuver a lofty puuiu-al genius of nobio 
UBpiralioiib; obs' i \ iiig liua on tho other 
we remark u spcci:u/le at which the mor- 
alist would stuie and the comp.K-siouato 
might Weep. Appearance of genius liu 
had none. Of siender form, tjtteied 
garments and cotninonplare features he 
ueemed every inch the yabarhimie. ILow 
Boeiely ho loved, ami his beU verses wen,' 
■writteu umulst tho fumes oi tobacco and 
whiskey. His muMc w.is always ready, 
and on the margins of old newiipapois. 
amidst the distnictions of a t.iprootii, ho 
■would insciibe udmir.ib.o ve.sea. His 
fatber, a native of Ireland, wasapeddier, 
and for' the same precarious ouuupaiion 
destined tho poet, ijnt he would not 
take tt) the puck; lie pioiened lo contri- 
bute vertcs to ihu uewopapers. 

Always poor, his reolileas h ibits of 
disiiputiou biought hiiu to want and 
sufTering. Lack of proper food and 
clothing, toRoth.'r witli hi. unfortunate 
habits, tiad impui;td a cousituitiou never 
very robust, and ho died at Glasgow on 
the 5tli of November, at thu age of 

thirty-one. No more igeuious poet had, 
since Burns, sprung from the ranks of 
the people. Thu dignity of the indust- 
rial oalung has iievor been celebrated 
more powerfully than in the followiog 
ode to "The Lords of J^.ibor":

"We have closely examined the tabu 
lated iidvortiBementtbat has made its 
api)Garance over the Bignaturo of Mr. 
Siffken, auditor of the City ftCOOUatB, 
and uubeiitutingly pronounce it a 
trauspurent altGiiipt to doceive, hood- 
wink and bauiboczle the Ratepayers. 
It in 110 more entitled to be known as 
a "City I'^inancial Statement" than a 
revolver would be entitled to rank 
as an 80-ton gun. The essential 
element of a iiuanciul statement, viz., 
an exhibit of the (inancial couditionof 
the City, is wanting. All the Eate- 
puyers are treated to is a Htatcmeut of 
the cash account of the Corporation. 
No iuformaiion is furnished of the as- 
sets and liabilitieB, nor, apparently, 
has there been an investigation into the 
Vouchers for the manner in which tho 
money received has been expended. 
The cash balance claimed as standing 
to the City's credit has no existence, 
for the Corporation is shown by the 
statement before us to be actually ow- 
ing the bank a sum much larger than 
they claim to have on hand! No ac- 
count is given of tlie amoiiuts received 
by way of tines, feca and forfeitures 
oi' Court, nor is there any information 
as to whether the monies that have 
corao into the hands of the Corpora- 
tion were properly disposed of. Since 
the 1st of January there has passed 
through the hands of the Corporation 
officers tbo largo sum of ^'t'J.OO-l.O?. 
At the eud of the Municipal year this 
sum will be swollen to $57,000. Now, 
then, the ratepayers have a right to 
know whether the sum already receiv- 
ed has been properly expended; how 
much the City owes and what is owed 
to it. We say that the auditor'.4 report 
does not supply that knowledge; that 
it is silent upon the very heads it 
should have spoken loudest about. 
Every quarter the Banks of this city 
publish for the assurance of the pub- 
lic statements of their financial condi- 
tion. In those statements are set out 
the Assets tind LiabilUtes of the institu- 
tions, BO that any person holding stock in 
or doing busiuesB ut the Banks may see at 
a ghiiioo their condition. Imagine cue of 
these Banks giviug forth to tbo world an 
abstract of their receipts and esponditures 
for the quarter and Jubbing it a "tioan- 
ciid stitemout!" Conld shareholders or 
depositors glo»n any information respect- 
ing thu liuiin<;ial standing of the institu- 
tion from its caah-hook olone V 
This ia saiil to be an intelligent commu- 
nity ; but it is plain that the Mayor and 
CouDcil, -when they laid thoir statement 
before the Eatepayers and a.sked them to 
accent ic as a "fiuanoial statement," took 
tlieni lor a commUnily of fools! Upon 
110 other liypothi-sis can we acconnt for 
the supreme audacity of men who had bo- 
comt' ouiboldeneil \\ itii aucjoris uud in- 
fainatoii by ttio equanimity with which 
the Ratepayers huvo regarded their move- 
ments in the past.

A Sankrupt City. 

IMoiilreal Gazette, Oct. 18.1 

Tho citizens of Montreal have conclud- 
ed, and rightly, that the civic expendi- 
tures aro becoming too great, and that the 
civic taxation has already reached a limit 
which may bo termed burdonsome, and 
heuco on this account retrenoliment has 
been advised, and a committee appointed 
to inquire into our finances generally. 
But tboro is one city in the Dominion 
which is declared by its Mayor to be in 
reality biiukmpt. Tho city in question is 
that of Victoria, British Columbia, of 
which, according to tho Briiisli Colonisi, 
its chief officer has said that there are 
jjl.OOO coming due shortly, that tho bor- 
rowing powers of the city are at au end, 
and that tho oity is bankrupt. This is a 
bad lookout — §4,000 to pay. credit gone, 
und no uionoy in hand. Like other young 
and ftuibitioiid cities, the capital of Vau- 
eouver Island has boon living above its 
income, and tho result now is that a de- 
mand is made for a Government auditor 
to step in and make an investigation. The 
reason of the present state of affairs is 
said to be the dense ignorance of the peo- 
ple in regard to their civic ufTairs, in 
which they aro kept by their munioipal 
representatives, who tho instant a (ques- 
tion virtually all'ecting tho credit of tho 
city is broached, go into Committee of tho 
Whole, when tho public and reporters aro 
excluded. The Colonist says that it is as- 
sured that tho Mayor's statement was wild, 
and that an examination of tho books will 
show tho City has assets largely in excess 
of its liabilities. This may, or may not, 
prove to bo truo on an investigation. If 
it be not true, tho credit of tho city has 
been impoiillod, simply because of tbo 
love which its rulers have had for dark- 
ness. There aro other cities which have 
boon m a not dissimilar condition.

Editok Cor.oNisT:— I observe that tho 
Government have very properly responded 
to the cnll made upon them and appoint- 
ed Mr. Baloa to audit or examine the 
monetary tranBOotious of the J\Iunicipal 
Couaoil. In making this appointment 1 
presume Mr. Balos has been instructed to 
make i\ thorough and sifting inquiry with 
rofereiifo to idl coutracts entered into by 
tbo Council, with whom these contracts 
have been made, tho bona fide jjartios iu- 
terestod in and proliting thereby, and 
whether, in all cases, tboso contract have 
been awarded, work done and gooils sup- 
plied for city purposes, in -which, after 
exiiiiiinalioii, no individual inombor of 
Council has boon benefited, directly or 
indirectly; to ascertain, in short, whether 
or no llui public funds have been pru- 
dently, ooonouiic;dly, and honestly dealt 
with. It must bo evident after a moment s 
reflection that tho mere examination of 
tho debit and credit i^idu of tho books of 
any concern may show the entries to bo 
idl regular and in order, with correspond- 
ing vuiKihers .showing a balance at the cre- 
dit of c;ish ; and iieverthelobS there may 
liavo bi-on a most impriidout and even 
dishonest misappropriatiou of tho funds 
of those concerned.

Editoi! Colonist:— From a glanoo at 
tho so-c:ill(.'d Financial Statement just 
publi.^hed by the City authorities over 
the signatiuc of .Mr. \V. C. Sitl'ken as au- 
ditor, 1 think YOU are altogether proma 
ture ill callirg iu (iuesli(jn tho ]\I;iyor's 
stateLiout aa to tho Bankruptcy of the 
city. The figures jjublished do not give

revenue and sntislled himself that every- 
tiling paid by way of tuxe-s, et-;., has been 
projjorly accounted for. The cash balance 
of S'itJo.'Jt! is a delusion, as there appears 
to be a didjtor b;dance duo by tho Cor- 
poration to their b;iukurs of .*2,53U.81. 
The Fiuaiioial .Slulemeiit which would be 
of interest to the ratei):iyers, and which 1 
trust will ba obtained by the Government 
examination of accounts now in progress, 
is oDO that would give a clear insight into 
the amount of taxes assessed, licenses 
collected, tine, fees, etc., the amount of 
these collected, and the re.-pective arrears 
under each lioad. The value; of the real 
estate and other property of tho city, and, 
per contra, full purtioulars of outstanding 
littliiliiios of the ('ity. Until some com- 
preheusivo st:itoment of this nature is 
published, tho ratepayers cannot aatisfac- 
tori'y assure themselves ns to whether the 
present Mayor and Corporation have cou- 
lined their expendituio within tho limits 
jirescribed by Jaw or not. Tho Corpora- 
tion creditors have also a very serious in- 
terest in this latter respect as tho Mayor 
and Couucil;;ro tern, are prevented by 
their charter from binding tho City to 
any responsibilities in excess of tho cur- 
rent yeuLs' rc'iiourccs, and tlureforo if 
those powers are exceeded creditors may 
liud byo and bye that they have uo legal 
claim for payment of their debts.

Tbo Bolgnide oflieiiil journal pub- 
lishes uu eager appeal to Russia for 
immediate help. 

Gen. Schouvaloff, at tbe express de- 
sire of the Czar, has declared to Lord 
Becoiislield thai tlio liiissian general 
government utterly repudiates tho re- 
cent oll'ensive article in the 'Golois' 
newspaper. 

Vienna, Oct. 31. —The 'Political 
CorrespondoDco' uow.spaper publishes 
a telegram from St. Petersburg stating 
the order to Gen. Ignr-tiell'to present 
linssiii's iiltiinaliiiii to the Porte was 
disp;iteheil bv the Czar direct to Con- 
atuntinoplij last evening, and that tho 
Czar was induced to take this stop by 
recent events in Servia, and Turkey's 
continui-ag the war, notwithstanding 
the negotiations pending for an armis - 
tice. 

BurssELs, Oct. 31. — 'Le Nord' hopes 
the iiiiropeaii powers will support 
Russia's demand, and that the armis- 
tice will bo settled, but adds; The 
Porte's dilatory tactics do not facili- 
tate delinite pacilicatifKi , and will force 
the powers to redouble their lirmnoss 
aud energy on tho question of guaran- 
tees. 

Minister Ristics in conversation to- 
day declared Djunis was not Servia, 
and tlmt the government was deter- 
mined to resist to the last.evou though 
abaudoned by all Europe. 

A xlispatch dated Oonslantinople.to- 
nigbt, states that a cabinet council 
was held to-dtiy, and the ambassadors 
met at (len. Igiiatiefs residence. Ac- 
cording to reiioi Is cm rent this evening 
tliere is sonit.' disa;^'iefineiit relative to 
the ilotails of the arniibtice. 

LoNnuN, Oct. 27. — The Alert and 
Discovery left Port Foulke on July 2'J, 
1S75, and entered the ice ofl' Cape 
Sable. After a severe and continuous 
struggle, they rotiched the north siile 
of Ivuly l''ianl;liii Bay, where tho Dis- 
covery was left ill winter quarters, and 
the Alert pushed on and reached the 
limit of navigation, or shore of the 
polar sea, tbo ice varying in thickueBs, 
tbo bergs in some jihices being 150 
f(;et deep. 'J'be Presiiloiit land (so 
called) docs not exist. I'lio Alert win- 
tered iu lat. H'i'^ 27. .\t this point the 
sun was invieible 14'2 days, and the 
temperature, the lowest ever recordoil, 
was experienced by theiu. A party 
with sledges was dispatched north- 
wnid. It was absent 70 days and 
ri-aciied lat, .s^i - 2. .\niiLher parly 
leacliud Cap'., Columbia, tlio northern- 
most part of America, and traced it 
220 miles wc'-tward from Greenland, 
and also explored eiistward. These 
sleil-o p'tiriies met with no game, aiul 
siiirered fioiii seiii vy. ILiiis Pi.-terson 
died Iroin fi'ost Inlc, .lohii i'ortor, of 
the Alert, andJaiijes Hans and Charles 
l^iul, of tho Discovery, died on a 
sledging expedition. No Esquimaux 
wet o seen, nor wore any icebergs met 
with beyond Cape Union. The expe- 
dition eiK'ijuiitcred great difficulties. 

In retiiiiiiiig tin.' vc'ssels left Smith's 
Sound yepi einber Utb. They signaled 
the Pandora October 16tb; all well. 
Tho Alert parted from the Discovery 
in a ;;nlo on O 'iober 19tl). She will 
.shill. iii;i' rudder at Valeiusiii and pro- 
coetl |() (.,)iieeiisto\vn to cual. The 
adniivii!, lit, (^)iu eii.-lowii, telegraphs 
that the Di.scovory is expected to arrive 
hourly. 

During sledge journoys the ice wob 
so idiigb that it was only possible to 
ad\iuicn a mile a day during tho wiii- 
t(ir. Iviuli collections in the dejiart- 
riientof iiiiliir;il history wrne made, and 
uiaiiy viiluablo sciciitilic spociinens 
taken. ExcelleUt coal was found near 
the place where tbo Discovery winter- 
ed. The expedition experienced the 
coldest weiUlier ever registered, the 
t(!iiipcraliiie being 5'.) degiees below 
/,(;rii I'll- a foitiiiglil , and fulling to 
over 10-i ili'grees below tho froe/.iiig 
point. The Pandora, when spoken 
by tho Alert, reported her screw sliglit- 
Iv damaged by ice. Tin; Pandora called 
at, Ijiiileloii isliiiul :ui(l (Japo Isabella, 
hut w.'.s unable lo rtiiicii Capo Sabine. 
;\s tbo expedition did not, toiieli at 
IjitLletoii island on its return , it uiissed 
the letters left by tbe Pandora, 'i'hn 
health of the crows, with tho exception 
already inoutioued, has been good. 
Frost bites were severe biil not iiiiiii- 
erons. Peters, intcrprtd.er, died in 
forty days after both feel hail lieon 
. ampiitatefl from liostbite. Ail mem- 



bers of the expedition declare 'ii im- 
possible to reach nearer the polo than 
their northern exploring party which 
penetrated to within 400 miles of it. 
On their return from sledge journeys 
the men were in very helpless condi- 
tion; and it was necesBary to draw 
some of them on sledges. The planking 
of the Alert was much damaged by 
ice. 

A inombor of tho expedition tele- 
graphs to tho "Daily News" that the 
northwestmoBi; land reached was in 
lat. 83 ° 7. After that there was ice. 
Tho point furthest west reached was 
iu long. 85° . Lady Franklin Strait 
is really a bay. The northernmost 
point in Greenland was in lat. 82 ° 
57. 

The expedition brought home a 
specimen of wheat despositod by tho 
American steamer Polaris while on 
her Arctic voyage. 

WEST INDIES. 

Havana, Oct. 30. — Advices, arriving 
gradually from the interior, describe 
the effects of the last hurricano as 
very disastrous. The sugar crop which 
promised to be very abunbant, will bo 
much reduced. 

Kingston, Oct. 31.— There is still 
great prostration of general busiuess 
in Jamaica in consequence of the re- 
cent commercial panic. Confidence 
is bogining to be restored, however, 
and there are indications of improving 
biusiness. 

Tho heaviest rainfall on tho island 
within the past year has just been ex- 
perienced. 

The trial of the Barbadoes rioters 
baa commenced before Judge Phillips, 
from Now Zealand, sent out by the 
Colonial Office for this purpose. Gov. 
Hnnessy is so unpopular that he is 
hissed on the streets acd as he passes 
in his carriage. 

At the islands of St. Martina, St. 
Bartz aud Arguilla much damage has 
been done by the gales. At the 
former place Bcvernl vessels were 
stranded. One schoonor, the Malt 
Bedell, sunk at her rnooiings, tho crew 
eocaped on shore. Great havoc is 
reported, especially in the French 
quarter. As many ns 215 houses have 
been destroyed iu that part alone. 
At St. Bartz and Arguilla the des- 
truction is also great, aud much dis- 
tress prevails among the poor of the 
of the islands. A correspondent at 
St. Bartz writes that some forty houses 
were blown down and destroyed, and 
about sixty injured. 



CANADA. 

Toronto, Oct. 30.— Count De Tur- 
reno is in this city, the guest of the 
Lieutenant Governor. 

Toronto, Oct. 30.— A quantity of 
uitro glycerine in a magazine loaded 
on a crib in tho lake below East pier, 
which was to be used in the harbor 
improvements in Port Colborne, ex- 
ploded to day. A man named King 
in charge was blown to atoms, tho 
crib shattered and a number of hous- 
es in the neighborhood damaged. 

Halifax, Oct. 31. — From papers 
found on bodies ]~iiekod up from the 
Isto wreck at Sable Island, there is no 
doubt that the vessel was tho schooner 
N. B. Reeves, Capt. Bracy, of Calais, 
Maine. 



CENTRAL AMERICA. 

Panama, Oct. 19 — A severe cyclone 

passed over tho Central American 
States on tho 3d and 4th inst. The 
town of Managra, Nicaragua, was in- 
undated on tbe -Ith inst. About dOO 
houses were blown down. Tho in- 
habitants were obliged to climb to 
rows of houses to prevent their being 
washed away by the flood. Many 
were drowned by liousos falling. 
Total damage estiinatod at £2,000,000. 
The town of Blantiolds, on tho Moa- 
quitoo coast, Nicaragua also experi- 
enced a hurricane. Over 300 houses 
wore blown down. The same storm 
]iassed over Lake Nicaragua, causing 
imnioiise daniago. The Commodore 
Adams, a lake steamer, was lost. 
Tho loss of the coflee crop is estimated 
at ?3,000,000. About twenty lives 
wero lost. The whole district is com- 
pletely flooded. 

Panama, Oct. 10. — The bark Prima, 
very recently arrived from Montevideo 
reports having received from the 
American ship Indeiiendonoo the 
crew of tho English ship Stiotsman, 
bound from Glasgow to San Francisco. 
The Scotsman had been blown on her 
beam ends in a squall, and subse- 
quently foundered. 

LtjNDON, Oct. 28. — All special corros- 
jjondonts, although dill'oring as to 
details, confirm tho reports of a pacific 
exchange in Russia's attitude towards 
Turkey. 

Tho article published in official 
form in this morning's "Post," ex- 
[ilanatory of the latest plm^o of ne- 
gotiation on the lOastern Question, a 
portion of which was sent to us, also 
says an armistice is agreed upon. 
Then comes the question of con- 
ference. Russia objects to Turkish 
particii)ation therein. 

London, Oct. 28. — Tho "Times" 
says the feeling that the war is staved 
oil at least for tho winter becomes 
much more prevalent. 

Constantinople, Oct. 29 . — An ex- 
traordinary council of Ministers was 
held Thursday to conaidor tho armis- 
litfo ciuestion. Tho Gorman, Rur.sian, 
AuHtrian aud Italian ambassadors con- 
ferred together on Friday. Gen. 
Ignatiefif, Russian ambassador, will 
have an intervfew with the Sultan to- 
day . 

Bkulin, Oct. 27. — The elctilinnii for the 
PriiDsian Cbaniber of Deputies wore hold 
to-day. The National Liberals have been 
HUocflPflfiil in 109 cases, Ultramoutauos in 
90, Progrossionists iu GG, the Pf)leH iu 15, 
I'articulariiits it* 5, varioun Hootirms of 
CouBorvativoB in 02, and Neutrals iu 3, 



The re.-iults in 25 districts have sot 'yet 
been communicatod. All successful can- 
didates ar:) progressionists. 

Ljndun, Oct. 27.— .V tologrxiu from 
\ iHunu rei)orts that Priuc'o Auorsperg, 
jiresident of the instrian council, roplv-^ 
mg in tho reiehrath to iutorpallations on 
the Eastern question, declared Austria's 
policy was, above everything, to maintain 
peace; consequently tbo tendency toward 
acquisition of foreign territory was out of 
tho question. 

Constantinople, Oct. 27.— The Porte 
has telegraphed to its agents abroad a 
summary of tho recent fighting and the 
rosult. Tho dispatch says tho Turks have 
stormed a fortification on tho high mouo- 
taiu which is considered to be tbe key of 
the Servian position at Doligrade. Thoy 
carried other intronchinents of less im- 
portance, and took Coumik, near tho Del- 
igrade bridge, whore tbo Servian head- 
ipiiirters occupied to Djimini, a largo vil- 
lage beyond Coumik, on tho road to Kra- 
seovatz, and stormed several intrench- 
ments; the Servians fled. Their losses 
aro enormous. Tho Servian attack in (he 
direction of Ohatel was repulsed with 
heavy losses. 

London, Oct. 27.— Tbo Standard's Bel- 
grade dispatch says an intelligoot witness 
just returned from Deligrado, report the 
Servians aro enduring fearful privations. 
On Sunday last COO wounded wore lying 
at inns and cafes, which wore used aa hos- 
pitals. Half of these people bad wound- 
ed themselves in order to procure tboir 
lischarge. 

The German Government, which was 
Orst informod of tho Russian concession, 
has already expressed its adhesion and re- 
commended the other powers to do the 

same. 

Tho conviction grows that Russia is not 
seeking a pi-otest for rupture, but is mak- 
ing a serious oirort to bring about an ar- 
rangement which will allay tho eicito- 
mcnt of the Russian people, and at tho 
same time establish Russian ascendency 
in Turkey on a solid and permanent foot- 
ing. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New YoitK, Oct. 30. —Eighteen bank 
presidents and loading merchants of this 
city, and capitalists, bendod by John Ja- 
cob Astor, including well known Demo- 
crats have addressed the Hon. Wra. M. 
Evarts asking his views on present politi- 
cal issues. Evarts coiifioiita to speak ou 
Wednesday evening at Coopor Institute. 
Tho signers of tbo address declare that 
tho Democratic party is inimical to the 
public credit and dangerous to tbe public 
peace, 

ToPEKA, Kansas, Oct. 30.— Tho Palace 
Hotel, in which wero tho oflices of tbo 
Kansas Pacific R. R., was burned last 
night, supposed to be tho work of an in- 
cendiary, as it had been closed as a hotel 
for some months, the first floor only be- 
ing used as on eating house. The furni- 
ture whioh was stored in the second story 
was mostly saved. Insuranco ou tho 
building .S130,000. 

(iAi.vKsTo.v, Oct. 30,— Collector Casey 
received a letter from tho mate of the 
American schooner St. George, annsuno- 
ing the seizure of tbe ncbooner and im- 
prisonment of Capt. Gardy by Mexican 
officials off the coast of Zacatecas, Mexico. 
The mate states that tho schooner's papers 
wero correct and had boon approved by 
tho customs oflicials. 

Chicago, Oct. 31.— Moody and Sankey 
meetings aro having groat success. Three 
hundred converts reported since Snnday. 

Littlu Rock, Ark., Oct. 28. — 'Three 
Methodist ministers, while riding tbo cir- 
cuit iu Pope county, wero shot from tha 
brush yesterday by two illicit distillers 
named Hughos and Halo It is boliovod 
that Hughes aud Halo mistook them for 
revenue ofhcers and marshals coming to 
arrest them, aa warrants are now out for 
their arrest for illicit distilling. One of 
the ministers was mortally wounded, and 
died two hours after being shot. The 
other two were .seriously, if not fatally, 
wounded. There aro a largo number of 
illicit distillers in that part of the State, 
and sit of these parties have been convict- 
ed this week in tbe United States Courts 
of this District.
